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suffered a fractured left hip and right foot. ‘These files 
also. reveal that in February , 1948, he had an infected 
kidney removed at the Michael Reese Hospital. 


Records of -the United States. Probation and Parole 
Office, Chicago, on March 3, 1958, reflected that DE LUCIA 
was admitted to the Michael Reese ‘Hospital on February 8, 
1948, for an infected kidney which was rémoved and he was. 
discharged on February 19, 1988. 


The records of the Chicago Crime ‘Commissinn 
revealed a news clipping of July 19, 1943, which indicated 
that ‘DE LUCIA had a suit pending against a tenant and owner 
of a downtown building for personal injuries suffered when
